Living as we do in the midst of an extremely 
omplicated social system, of which the chief 
feature of recent times has been the increase in 
‘cut-throat competition,” even amongst charit- 
ible institutions, which are only too often more 
axious to exploit each one its own particular 
laims upon the public purse than to turn each 
its oO experience to the gene ral good of the 
world as a whole, it is difficult enough to get 
people to realise the value of co-operation. In 
irtment of life does co-operation appear 
more essential towards any real progress 
the work of organising the many efforts 
re being made, in countless diverse direc- 
fons, but all with the same object of ultimately 
mproving the conditions under which the people 
lve. Someone has said that more evil is wrought 
fom want of thought than from want of heart, 
id this is realised when one reflects upon the 
Msitive harm done every day by the overlapping 





of good works, each admirable in intention, but 
spoilt in the application. 

At first sight it may seem that these difficult 
problems of sociology are outside the scope of 
the nurse. But a little thought will surely show 
that if a nurse is to fulfil her place in the scheme 
of things she ought to aim at doing her work 
in an understanding spirit, which she will never 
do if she contents herself with attending to 
nursing detail only, however much perfection in 
the technique of her profession may also be ne- 
cessary. For the very important work of super- 
intending and training “Queen’s Nurses” this 
apprenticeship in an altogether wider outlook is 
most needful. It means an increase in responsi- 
bilities, a good deal of voluntary sacrifice of per- 
onal leisure, that the hard-worked woman 
whose place is at the head of a district nursing 
association must often feel can ill 
but it has its own reward in the satisfaction of 
finding how much more effectual is the actual 
work accomplished when the district 
association is regarded as a link in a great chain of 
social endeavour rather than as a unit struggling 
amidst enormous difficulties to do its own little 
bit of work on exclusive lines. When the head 
of the district nursing society is also on the com 
mittee of the local Charity Organisation Society 
and in touch with Health Invalid 
Children’s Aid Societies, and so on, it becomes 
impossible for such a thing to happen as that 
mentioned by Miss Marsters, when one woman 
visited by the nurse was called upon in 
and the same morning by emissaries from the 
Church Army, the C.O.S., and the Health 
Society! Imagine the waste of time on the part 
of the visitors, and the exasperation on that of 
the housewife! If, on the other hand, as is done 
in Marylebone, a meeting of representatives from 
all these philanthropic agencies is effected, and a 
system arranged entirely to prevent such over- 
lapping, then the the greatest 
number can be secured utmost 
got out of the whole. 

The point to be rubbed in from this is the 
need that exists for every nurse to interest her- 
self in social questions. When she has cultivated 
that interest, and a spark of it must sur ly be 
lying dormant in the inner consciousness of every 
woman who takes up district work, she will be 
inclined to regard other workers in the 
philanthropic field, even the sometimes tactless 
but well-intentioned district visitor or “health 
lady,” as so many annoyances to be avoided as 
much as possible, and more ready to extend a 
hand of fellowship to them as co-workers.

“THE Nurses’ Registration Bill was considered in Com 

| mittee by the House of Lords on Tuesday. Various 
amendments were made. The Council is to consist of six 
teen, not fifteen, persons, and Lord Ashbourne’s amend 
ment to increase the number to eighteen, to allow of more 
representation for Scotland and Ireland, was lost 

It was agreed that of the three medical practitioners to 
be appointed on the council by the British Medical Asso 
iation, one should be resident in England, one in Ire 
land, and one in Scotland, also that the number of re 
gistered nurses to be elected as the direct representatives 
of the registered nurses, should be increased from six to 
seven, the additional member of the council to be elected 
by the nurses registered in Ireland. 

“Lord Balfour said that in these amendments the 
House had dealt with the constitution and appointment 
of the general gut the clause provided 
for the 2vpointment of a temporary council of six, which 
was to bring the Act into operation. Of these six, two 
were to be appointed by the Matrons’ Council of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and one by the Society for the 
State Registration of Trained Nurses; and he desired to 
know whether the Lord President of the Council had 
satisfied himself that these bodies were of sufficient 
standing to be entrusted with these appointments. If 
such information as he had been able to obtain was cor 
rect, these two bodies were practi ally the same, or, at 
any rate, they were ruled by the same people . 

Lord Ampthill said the Matrons’ Council was founded 
in 1894, and its primary object was to bring about a 
uniform system of education, examination, certification,

of the general council. He could guess what had suggested 
the question of his noble friend. There was a letter about 
the Bill in 7he Times that morning, which well 
timed as it inaccurate. There were two flagrant in 
accuracies which sufficiently condemned the rest of the 
letter. These were that the Matrons’ Council was to be 
permanently represented on the general council; and that 
the Society for the State Registration of Trained Nurses 
was to enjoy a similar privilege. Their lordships had the 
Bill before them, and they could see that these 
ments were quite inaccurate. As to the membership of 
the Matrons’ Council, it consisted of 200 past 
and present matrons of hospitals and infirmaries, and that 
did not include several honorary members, representing 
foreign countries and the Colonies, who had worked for 
the State registration of nurses. The membership might 
have been much larger but for the fact that many matrons 
were the paid servants of hospital committees, who 
strongly opposed to the registration policy of the council 

Lord Ashbourne’s motion to have committees for Ireland 
and Scotland was withdrawn. On Clause 11 (provision 
for existing nurses) : 

Viscount Wolverhampton moved to leave out ‘‘a Poor 
Law institution recommended by the Loca] Government 
Poard’’ in order to insert ‘‘an institution which the Local 
Government Board recommend and certify to be wholly 
or partly maintained out of rates.” : 

Lord Stanley of Alderley thought ought 
ome body superior to the Council in order to secure 
a proper hospital should not be boycotted on account 
pr »fessi mal jealousies. 

Lord Ampthill said that Clause 10 established the Privy 
Council as the authority superior to the Nursing Coun il. 
and in any case it best not to anticipate that unfair 
and invidious distinctions would be made. 

The Marquis of Salisbury said that under Clause 11 the 
Privy Council would not be able to interfere in this 
matter. There certainly ought to be some authority with 
the right of jurisdiction in the case of institutions rashly
